The fine field of eighteen went to the post for 
thé big race, the party including several youngsters 
who had shown very good form earlier in the 
season, amongst them Bridgemonnt, Miss Brian, 
Princess Georgie, and Mr. Barnett’s pair, Bon 
Secour and Hassock. These two were running on 
their merits, and no declaration was made in faveut 
of either, but in the ‘wagering Hassock was in 
better request than the daughter of Prospector, 
who in the actual race, howevet, beat the more- 
fancied one in their places, though she was, 
perhaps, lucky to do so. From the moment the 
numbers were hoisted in the frame Bridgemount, 
who boasted an unbeaten certificate, was installed 
a very hot favourite, and the demand for her was 
so great that a shade of odds had to be laid at the 
close, and 8 to 1 bar one was on offer.

she was fast coming. back io her horses in the 
closing stages. Excitement ran high as Bon 
Secour and Hassock materially lessened the gap 
and nearly got on terms in the last half furlong, 
but Wing kept the favourite going 
mately prevailed by three-quarters of a length, Bon 
Secour ting Hassock, who was a trifie unlucky, 
by & short head for second place; and then came 
Miss Brian, who was prominent for nearly four 
furlongs, as was Ballystockart. 

Backers began the day auspiciously by giving 
n decided preference to Midensis for the Blan- 
chardstown Plate, in which that useful colt who 
was purchased a short time ago by the Indian 
sportsman, Mr. Donetil, made short work of his 
eight opponents; and those who laid the odds of 
3 to 1 on Golden Duke for the Whitefields Plate 
never had any cause for uneasiness. Indeed, Mr. 
Nugent's colt fairly spreadeagled his field, and now 
made some amends for a costly failure at the Maze 
last month. 

Corfie, who left off in most demand for the Glen- 
cairn Plate, accounted for everything except 
Whitenza, who, like her stable companion, Bridge- 
a in the chief event, was in front from flag- 
all ‘he well-backed Tommy d gave an un- 
generous display in the. Knockmaroon Plate, which 
fell an easy prey to the 5 to 1 chance, Gallant 
Captive, whose victory will be welcome news to his 
owner, Mr. Croker, who is at present in America, 
and it oi, chú, was not out of his turn that ho 
should taste the sweets of success.

The Supreme Council concluded its 
session in Paris on Saturday, when it 
was decided to raise the economic sanctions 
now in force in Germany.—(P. 5.) 

It is announced that Maxim Gorki has 
been appointed Minister of Food in Russia. 
He has issued an official appeal to France. 
—(P. 5.) 

The composition of the new Spanish 
Cabinet under Sefior Maura is announced. 
—(P. 5.) 

Genera] approval of the decision to refer 
the Upper Silesian question to the League 
of Nations is expressed in French official 
circles and in the Press.—(P. 4.) 


At Phoenix Park Meeting on Saturday 
Major Giles Loder’s Bridgemount won the 
chief event, the Phenix Plate. Bon 
Secour and Hassock, both of which are 
owned by Mr. D. W. Barnett, were second 
and third respectively.—(P. 3.) 


The Terms. 


The correspondence between the Prime 
Minister and Mr. de Valera, which we 
publish to-day, is of the most vital im- 
portance to every Irish citizen. It- em- 
bodies the proposals of the British Govern- 
ment for an Irish settlement, which were 
handed to Mr. de Valera on July 20th: 
Mr. de Valera’s reply to those proposals, 
which: was communicated to Mr. Lloyd 
George in Paris last week; and; finally, 
the Premier’s letter to Mr. de Valera, 
which reached Dublin yesterday. This 
correspondence will be laid before Dail 
Kireann when it meets to-morrow, in con- 
junction with the reply which the Sinn 
Fein Cabinet proposes to send to Mr. 
Lloyd George. In the meanwhile the Irish 
people have an opportunity of studying 
the Government's offer, and cannot but 
recognise that it is exceedingly generous. 
Ireland is offered the immediate status of 
a Dominion, with complete autonomy in 
taxation and finance. This statys will give 
her full control of her courts of law and 
her judges. It will allow her te main- 
tain her own military forces for home 
defence and her own constabulary and 
police. It endows her with control of the 
Irish postal services, of education, land, 
agriculture, mines and minerals, forestry, 
housing, labour, unemployment, transport, 
trade, public health, health insurance, and 
the liquor traffic. In short, Ireland is 
offered virtual independence, subject only 
to six inevitable conditions. The Royal 
Navy alone must control the seas around 
the British Isles and be granted such 
tights and liberties by the Irish State 
as are essential for naval purposes. The 
Irish Territorial Force must be kept within 
reasonable limits. Great Britain must 
have “all necessary facilities for the de- 
velopment of defence and of communica- 
tions by air.” It is assumed that volun- 
tary recruitment for tke British forces 
will be permitted throughout Ireland. 
There shall be no protective duties, or 
other restrictions, on the flow of transport, 
trade, and commerce between all parts of 
the British Isles; and the Irish people 
shall accept responsibility for a share of 


| the National Debt and of the liability of 


pensions arising out of the Great War. 
The British Government announces that 
it will leave the Irish people to decide 
whether their. new powers shall be taken 
over by Ireland as a whole, or by Southern 


"and Northern Ireland separately, with, or 


without, a joint authority for matters of 
common interest. The settlement, however, 
‘must allow for full recognition of the 
existing powers and privileges df. the 
Parliament and Government of Northern 
Ireland, which cannot be abrogated except 


by their own consent.’’ Britain will wel- 


come the achievement. of Irish unity, but 
on no conditions will it; consent to any 
proposals which would kindle civil war'in 
Ireland. In his answer to the Prime 
Minister, Mr. de Valera asserts that Dail 
Éireann cannot, and that the Irish people 
will ‘not, accept the Government's. pro- 
posals. In so far as the draft terms imply 
recognition of Ireland's separate nation- 
hood, the Sinn Fein leaders “appreciate 
and accept ” them ;.‘‘ but in @he stipula- 
tions and express conditions concerning the 
matters that are vital the principle is 
strangely set aside, and a claim advanced 
by your Government. to an interference in 
our affairs, and to a control which we 
cannot admit.” Mr. de Valera asserts 
that ‘Ireland’s right to absolute self- 
determination must be accepted as in- 
defeasible. He declares that the Irish 
people believe that the national destiny 
can be realised best by “ political detach- 
ment  ; and is convinced that true friend- 
ship with England can be obtained most 
readily now “ through amicable, but abso- 
lute, separation.” ‘Dominion status, he 
argués, is illusory, and, while Sinn Fein 
would be ready to ‘‘négotiate a certain 
treaty of free association with the British 
Commonwealth group, ' it is not prepared to 
accept that status unless, inter alia, the 
right to secede is guaranteed. In regard 
to trade, armament, and air problems Mr. 
de Valera raises no objections to the Prime 
Minister's proposals, and is prepared to 
leave the question of Ireland's share in 
the National Debt to a board of arbitrators. 
The problem of Northern Ireland, however, 
myst be left to the Irish people. No force 
will be used, and, “if your Government 
stands aside, we can effect a complete 
reconciliation."” Should “an immediate 
settlement’ with North-East Ulster not 
be forthcoming, Mr. de. Valera suggests 
that the matter be referred to external 
arbitration. 

While this reply of. Mr. de Valera is 
profoundly disappointing in many respects, 
it does not close the gates of settlement. 
Mr. Lloyd George's latest letter re-defines 
the Government's position, but obviously 
‘does not regard the Sinn Fein leader's 
rejection of its proposals as final. It lays 
stress on the geographical proximity of 
Ireland to Great Britain, and repudiates 
definitely Sinn Fein’s claim to the right 
of secession. Britain will not negotiate 
with Ireland “as a separate and foreign 
Power.” Mr. Lloyd George also refuses 
to,consent to the reference of purely Anglo. 
Irish problems to foreign arbitration—a 
refusal which álsorapplies to the “ Ulster” 
difficulty. The Government's proposals, 
he affirms, give the Irish people an oppor: 
tunity such as never has dawned in their 
history. They have been made in a sincere 
desire to bring about peace; but they 
cannot be extended. He invites Mr. de 
Valera to accept them in principle as a 
prelude to the discussion of their detailed 
application. We cannot believe that any 
patriotic Irishman, or body of Irishmen, 
would assume the awful responsibility 
which final rejection of the Goverriment’s 
terms would involve. As General Smuts 
says in his admirably phrased letter to 
Mr. de Valera, “for Irishmen to say to 
the world that they will not be satisfied 
with the status of the great British 
Dominions would be to alienate all the 
sympathy which has, so far, been the main 
support of the. Irish cause.” Ireland 
to-day is offered far more than was offered 
to the Transvaal and the Free State twenty 
years ago. General Smuts, with all the 
experience of South Africa s development 
behind him, urges Mr. de Valera to accept 
Dominion status for the twenty-six counties. 
“For the present,” he believes, “no solu- 
tion based on Ulster’s coming into the 
Irish Stafe will sueceed.'” Therefore, he 
counsels Sinn Fein to leave Northern 
ireland alone, and to trust to “the pull 
of economic and other peaceful. forces ’ 
eventually to achieve the consummation 
of a united Ireland. . Dail Eireann to- 
motrow will have a unique opportunity of 
healing Ireland's many wounds and of 
assuring for the Irish people a great and 
glorious future. We hope and pray. that 
it will follow General Smuts's sage advice.

Russia’s Plight. 


The appointment of Maxim Corki as 
Russian Food ‘Controller with  “-wide 
powers” may-be regarded as an admis- 
sion by the Soviet Government that famine 
is a greaier dictator than Lenin and 
disease a greater destroyer than Trotsky. 
Maxim Gorki is an able man, but he 
is no magician. He cannot harvest grain 
where none has grown or with a wave of 
his Controller's wand turn pumpkins and 
manifestoes into locomotives and rolling- 
stock with which to transfer grain from 
districts where there is grain to spare to 
districts where there is none. Gorki's 
“wide powers” are confined by harsh 
necessity to the task of beseeching the 
civilised world in the most forcible way to 
come to the aid of Russia's starving 
millions. The civilised” world, as might 
be expected, is coming, not as the result 
of anything Maxim Gorki has to say, but 
because millions of Russians are starving 
and hundreds of thousands are fleeing 
bringing disease and ‘dirt in 
their wake.. ‘These facts are sufficient 
reasons for universal action. America, 
which has the wonderful organisation sef 
up by Mr. Hoover still virtually intact 
and actually operating: in Finland and 
Latvia, is already making preparations on. 
a large scale to get food to Russia's starv- 
ing people. Now the Supreme Council 
has decided—wisely, as it seems—that an 
International rather than an Inter-Allied 
Commission shall be appointed to decide 
upon the measures to be taken ‘for 
Russian relief. The Entente Powers will 
appoint three members, and the other 
nations—and this will presumably include 
the late enemy nations—will be inyited to 
send representatives. This proposal does 
not. suggest very speedy or harmonious 
action; and, if the disaster that threatens 
to decimate the Russian population in the 
most horrible manner is to.be averted 
even in part, speed and harmony are 
essential. There is only one man in the 
world to-day in whose hands the task can, 
pe placed confidently, and that is Mr. 
Herbert C. Hoover. He should be, and, 
doubtless, will be, placed at the head of 
the International Commission with in- 
structions to extend his organisation in 
any way that he considers will help the 
desired end. With such an organisation 
ready to hand—and it may be poinied 
out that its personnel includes able 
and. willing workers of all nationali- 
ties, and is, therefore, of a sufficiently 
international character to suit the most 
susceptible—there is really nothing for 
the. nations or their represehtatives ap- 
pointed ad hoe to do but provide the 
money, the medicine, and the food for 
‘Hoover's men” to distribute. Maxim ' 
Gorki’s task will be the thankless one 
not of preventing the Bolshevik commis- 
saties from trying io steal the food in- 
tended to relieve the starving. masses—Mr. 
Hoover can see to that—but to prevent

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A Warning. 
Industrial unrest. bears bitter fruit. On 
Saturday it was announced that Messrs. 
Yarrows, the ismous shipbuilders, had 
decided to close their works at Scotstoun, 
Glasgow. The firm employs thousands of 
men, and during the last fifteen years it 
has distributed many millions of pounds 
in wages. No other concern is in a posi- 
.tion to absorb the men who will be thrown 
out of work, and they and their depen- 
dents are confronted with a period of 
poverty during which the State dole and 
the funds of the trades unions will be 
their sole means of support. Everybody 
will sympathise with them; but their 
plight is due solely to their own folly. 
So jong ago as February, 1919, Messrs. 
Yarrow announce! that, if production 
were not increased, they would close their 
Scottish works, and divert all orders to 
their establishment at Vaneouver. Fifteen 
years ago they proved that it was not im- 
possible to transfer a huge undertaking 
from one port to another. At that time 
their principal shipyard was situated on 
the Thames, and in consequence of the 
exorbitant claims made by London work- 
men they closed the establishment and 
purchased the premises at Scotstoun. The 
workmen, therefore, had ample warning 
that in limiting output and declaring 
strikes for which there was no justifica- 
tion they were following an exceedingly 
dangerous policy. The lesson should not 
be lost. on the general body of Labour. 
When a prosperous firm like Yarrows is 


j forced to close its doors othets must be 


approachifig the same position. It is 
time, therefore, that Labour should face 
the situation squarely and decide that the 
ca’ canny policy must be abandoned and 
that strikes must cease. Otherwise British 
trade cannot survive. 


Domestic Servants. 


The Minister of Labour has found it 
necessary to remind his subordinates that 
domestic servants are not entitled to the 
“dole.’’ Towards the end of last month, 
it may be recalled, a deputation of mis- 
tresses waited upon Dr. Macnamara and 
complained that the officials at the 
Labour Exchanges were paying unemploy- 
ment benefit to all girls otherwise eligible 
for it, who refused to accept situations 
in domestic service unless the employers 
complied with the requirements devised 
by the Juvenile Advisory Committees. 
These requirements were intended as a 
guide to girls under eighteen years of 
age concerning the stipulations that they 
should make before they entered service ; 
but, according to the mistresses, the 
officials regarded them as a State code 
which must be observed by prospective 
employers: Dr. Macnamara does not 
admit that the. complaint was well. 
founded, but in a circular letter he re- 
minds the officials that no such code 
exists. He gives explicit instructions as 
to the course they must follow in ad- 
ministering the dole. Their function, he 
Says, is to determine whether or not an 
applicant for benefit has “unreasonably 
refused an offer of suitable employment ”’ ; 
and in all doubtful cases the payment of 
benefit must be suspended pending the 
decision of the chief insurance officer or 
the Court of Referees. The conditions 
of employment as sketched by the Juvenile 
Advisory Committees may, or may not, be 
admirable; but the question of converting 
them into a State code must be decided 
by Parliament and not by officials.

ADMIRAL FITZGERALD’S 


FUNERAL, 


‘The body of the late Admiral Charles Fitz- 
géraid, who died at Sandroyed, Folkestone, on 
Thursday, was buried at sea on Saturday morn- 
ing. The remains were sewn up in a blanket, 
which was weighted and covered with the 
Union Jack. They were conveyed in a motor 
oe manned by a crew of four fishermen in 
plain blue jerseys. 

Accompanying the body was the widow, Com- 
mander Penrose Fitzgerald (son), Miss Mary 
and Miss L. Penrose Fitagerald (daughters). and 
Mr. James Penrose Fitrgerald (son). 

The officiating ciergyman was the Vicar of 
Christ Church, the v. L. R. Grey. The 
burial took place at a point known as the East 

arne Buoy, between eigh+ and nine miles from 
Folkestone. The order cf Service was that used 
for those buried at sea. At a given moment 
the body was slid off ‘from a grating and 
committed to the deep. Owing to the early 
hour, no one witnessed the departure of the 
funeral party from Folkestone, except those 
who were associated with it. 

The family has received messages of 
dolence from the King, brother officers, 
many friends. 

The deceased gentleman did not leave any 
written instructions in regard to his funeral, 
but the family, well knowing his love for the 
sea, acted in accordance with what they believed 
to be his wishes.

Smuts appears to have given 
Valera ame very sensible advice based 
upon his own experience in South Africa. 
To put it in a sentence, he says: “ You 
have received a very good offer; do not 
reject it in the mistaken belief that by 
holding out you will get anything better. 
There is, in fact, nothing in the text of 
the letter to which any sensible Sinn 
Feiner need ‘take exception, though I can 
imagine that some passages in it will be 
read with a certain amount of apprehen- 
sion by the Ulstermen and their friends 
on this side. 

I do not know whether the Government 
intended all along to follow the publication 
of General Smuts’s letter by the disclosure 
of the other documents or whether their 
action was quickened by the knowledge 
that they would be published in Ireland. 
At any rate, we now have them, and the 
public can form its own judgment on the 
actual correspondence instead of depend- 
ing on the hints and rumours that have 
filled the papers for the past few days. 

One would be inclined to despair of a 
settlement if one thought the last word 
had been said on both sides. There is 
only one article in the terms suggested by 
Mr. Lloyd George which seems to be open 
to some question, and that is the prohibi- 
tion of protective duties as between the 
two countries. That is certainly a limita- 
tion of full Dominion status, and seems 
hardly necessary having regard to what is 
conceded. But for the rest the terms will 
seem to ninety-nine Englishmen out of a 
hundred to be generous almost to the 
point of extravagance. 

From Mr. de Valera s reply, however, 
it is evident that from the first he and 
Mr. Lloyd George were arguing on 
different planes. The Sinn Fein leader 
in his lofty idealism regards Ireland as 
already a nation, ready and able to start

‘upon an independent career as soon as 


Britain’s military forces are withdrawn. 
Mr. Lloyd George, as a practical states- 
man, sees the two islands united by a 
thousand ties and only separated by one 
sentimental grievance, which he is doing 
his best to remove. 

An attempt will doubtless be made to 
secure a discussion on the subject in the 
House of Commons to-morrow, but it is 
possible that the Prime Minister will 
appeal to the House to postpone it until 
after the meeting of Dail Etreann on 
Tuesday. One hopes that the speeghes on 
that occasion will reveal in Mr. de Valera 
and his colleagues a less intransigeant 
disposition than appears from his letter. 

Recently referencé was made by the 
Lord Chancellor to a question relating to 
the Irish negotiations standing in the 
name of Lord Salisbury. No date had 
then been assigned to it, but his lordship 
has now definitely put it down for Friday 
next, the day provisionally fixed for the 
prorogation.

THE FATE OF IRELAND. 
“ THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:—

THE CALL TO WASHINGTON. 

The formal invitation to the Disarmament 
Conference just issued by the State Department 
at Washington is a piece of sound reasoning 
that is wisely calculated to appeal to the sober 
temper of our time, remarks 7'Ae T'imea. edi- 
torially. Idealism is by no means dead in the 
world, but it is disappointed, cautious and re- 
served. Yet mever was the desire for real and 
stable peace deeper and stronger. And Mr. 
Hughes, the author of the text of the Washing- 
ton invitation, has made the most practical 
appeal to this desire for peace by linking it up 
with the economic argument that most power- 
fully impresses all classes in all countries to-day. 
The invitation contains interesting details that 
demand attention. “Disarmament is the aim and 
limitation not only of navies, but possibly of 
land armaments as well. The scope of the Con- 
ference is not limited, and if conditions are 
favourable startling results may be achieved. 
But there is no insistence on the ultimate goal. 
The path towards the glimmering summit is 
carefully graded, and it appears that efforts 
will be made to ensure success at each successive 
a vefore proceeding higher. 

Much depends on the preliminary conversa- 
tions, which, we understand, are now in pro- 
gress. Íf these fail the Conference cannot suc- 
ceed, but the -prospect held out by the Con- 
ferenee is such as to stimulate the old diplomacy 
to its best efforts, and the whole enterprise 
holds out a promise of considerable results to 
be achieved by skilfully grafting the new 
diplomacy on to the old. 


HUNGRY RUSSIA.

When the Sinn Fein ahedhott meet, to-morrow 
they may accept it or reject it, but they will 
not get, as some of them seem to hope, a more 
favourable offer. All the cards are on the table. 
The decision of the Government to adhere to 
the conditions which is describes as funda- 
mental is unalterable. The rebels may take 
what is offered to them, or they may compel 
the Government to undertake the recongnest of 
the South and West. It will undertake that 
duty with reluctance, but it will discharge it 
completely and finally, or it will make way for 
one which will give a more adequate etpression 
to the will of the British people. 

Commenting upon the development of the 
Irish peace negotiations. the Jrish News. Bel- 
fast, savs'—We have excellent authority for 
stating that the British Governmeut’s prepara 
tions for the renewal of the conflict in Ireland. 
consequent on the possible denunciation of the 
truce, which have existed since the noonday of 
July llth, have been speeded up within the 
last three days to such an extent that they 
have now been practically completed. 

rhe newspaper proceeds —"' The Dail Éireann 
Meeting is fixed for to-morrow, and without 
anticipating for a moment the decision of that 
assembly, it might be borne in mind that the 
sixty odd Irishmen who are to meet in Dublin 
are a more representative bedy than their 
Cabinet. The Dail may not reverae the decision 
arrived at by the Cabinet itself, and it may not 
even disagree with it or acek to moderate a 
fentence of the reply to Mr. Lleyd George's pro- 
posals, but an opportunity of a discussion of 
the whole situation hefore promulgating a de- 
finite declaration gsheuld be given to the 
people's representatives.”

MAXIM GORKY APPOINTED 
MINISTER OF FOOD.

APPEAL TO FRANCE. 


Reuter’s Stockholm Correspondent telegraphed 
on Saturday :—The Stockholmst Tidningen learns 
from Petrograd, via Reval, that Maxim Gorky 
has been appointed Minister of Food, with ex- 


tensive powers. 
It is believed that the Soviet Government's 
own stores will last for four months if the pre- 
sent rations are reduced to one-tenth, but after 
that the Government will have nothing to distri- 
bute, nor does there seem any prospect of things 
improving next spring. The Russian newspapers 
are even afraid of there being fresh sufferings 
then. 
It is reported from a Russian source that 
Maxim Gorky has been told that he cannot 
leave Ruesia (saye a Helsingfors telegram) in 
the present circumstances, while revolutions 
may - expected at any moment. It is added 
that Maxim Gorky is in need of rest, but will 
not be allowed to go further afield than Finland 
at the most. 
Reuter’s Peris Correspondent telegraphs :—M. 
Andre Morizet, Mayor of Boulogne-sur-Seine, 
who recently went to Russia as a delegate of 
the Communist Party to the Congress of the 
Third International, has received the following 
manifesto from Maxim Gorky :— 
French Citizens,—An unprecedented famine is 
raging throughout Russia. Your help is neces- 
sary to the Russian people. I am sure that 
these simple words are sufficient to move to 
its depths the heart of every honest French 
citizen. I believe, also, that, notwithstanding 
the pitilessness of class warfare, mankind has 
still enough sacred faith left not to allow the 
noble idea of brotherhood of man, born of the 
genius of France, to perish utterly. I will 
spare you a recital of the horrors of the famine, 
nor will I speak of the sufferings of the Russian 
people. When one pleads for help, there is but 
one cry—the cry for help. 
AMERICAN PLANS. 
Representatives of the American Red Cross 
have conferred with the representatives of the 
Latvian Govegnment on the subject of famine 
relief work for Russia. Questions relating to 
transport were discussed, and it was arranged 
that the main part of the supplies should be 
sent through Latvian ports. 
Reuter’s Correspondent in Paris telegraphed 
on Saturday :—An official of the American Red 
Cross in Paris says that the headquarters bere 
are only waiting for orders before beginning to 
send supplies of necessaries to Russia. Consign- 
ments can leave Paris within twenty-four hours 
of instructions being received. 
BULGARIAN RELIEF. 
A Sofia telegram says :—In addition to afford- 
ing shelter to 20,000 children-from Russia, the 
Bulgarian Government bas decided to exempt 
from all duties and costs of transport stocks of 
cereals destined for Russia. Charitable organ- 
isations are authorised to collect gifts of money, 
cereals, and clothing. ; 


GEORGIA UNDER THE RED ARMY. 


Reuters Agency has received an appeal, for 
food and medical supplies for “Georgia, signed 
by M. Tchikviohvili, Mayor of Tiflis, in which 
the following passages occur :— 

Five months have elapsed since the invasion 
of Georgia: it haa been long enough for the 
Red Army utterly to ruin the country. All 
things of value-—railway carriages, tramears, 
ag “FE tools, furniture, not to mention food 
rrovisions, clothing, shoes, medical supplies, 
etc., etc., in fact, everything—has been trans- 
ported to Russia. In normal times the Georgian 
barvest barely suffices for her own needs. It, 
therefore, gces without saying that the army of 
120,000 men which has been imposed on her has 
rapidly swallowed up any reserve supplies that 
she might have had. In this manner has famine 
made its appearance among us. Workmen, 
weakened by famine, have not even the strength 
to stand in the queue to obtain food, and col- 
lapec on the spot, dying of exhaustion. 

Georgia cries out for help. It is imperative 
that it should come forthwith in the form of 
food and medical supplies, but the Communists 
must be debarred from participating in the 
organisation and distribution of this relief. The 
evacuation of Georgia by the Moscow Red 
Army must also be an indispensable condition 
lest the goods imported for relief should be ex- 
ported from Georgia into the interior of Russia, 
or absorbed by the Army of Occupation in 
Georgia iteelf. 

_ On such a basis will relief have to be organ- 
ised if Georgia ie to survive the calamity. 
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NEW SPANISH CABINET. 
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Reuter’s Madrid Correspondent says :—Senor 
Maura is said to be very satisfied with the 
results so far yielded by his efforts to form a 
new Cabinet. It is reported that the portfolio 
of War will be entrusted to Senor Lacierva, who 
holds.the post of Minister of Public Works in 
the retiring Cabinet, The report adds that 
Admiral Ribera will be the new Minister for 


the Navy, and Senor Hontoria Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. 

As regards the other poM® it is said that 
Senor Maura will abandon the idea of requesting 
the personal collaboration of the heads of the 
liberal and Conservative Parties, and limit 
himself to including a member of each of 
these parties in the new Ministry. 
Telegraphing on Saturday, the Correspondent 
says :—-The new Spanish Cabinet has been con- 
stituted with Senor Maura as Prime Mintsier, 
Senor Gonzalez Honterya as Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, Senor Lacierva Minister of War, and 
Senor Cambo Minister of Finance.

Reuter’s Washington Correspondent telegraphs 
the following :—According to reports issued by 
the Commerce Department, intoxicating bever- 
ages imported into the United States during the 
fiscul year were valued at more than 5,000,000 
dollars, as compared with about 500,000 dollars 
in the previous year. Wine was the largest 
item in the list of intoxicants entering during 
the year, amounting to more than 2,000, 

gallons, as compared with 23,000 in 1920. 
Whiskey came in larger quantities in the past 
year with a total of 195,000 gallons, as compared 
with 32,000 gallons in 1920. Great Britain 
shipped most of the whiskey, France practically 
all of the champagne, and Spain the greater 
part of the other wines.

BISHOP WELLDON AND THE 
PREMIER. 
A remarkable refereuce to Mr Lloyd George 
was inade by Bishop Welldon, Dean of Durham, 
in the course of a statement reyurdmg the 
criticism at present relatin to the Prime 
Minister s treatment yf the House of Commons 
and of the Cabinet. He had no desire, he said, 
to speak as a politician, but Mr. Lloyd George's 
career struck him as the most romantic of all 
careers in British politics. He would put it 
even above Lord Beuconsfield’s, in spite of the 
almost magical influence which Lord Beacons 
field exercised over Queen Victoria. Lord 
Beaconsfield, when, as Mr. Disraeli, he entered 
upon public life, although he was a Jew, pos- 
sessed the advantage of having been bronght 
up in highly cultivated suciets. His father was 
a distinguished man of letters. Mr. Livoyi 
George possessed no corresponding advantage. 
His progress from the little cottage in which he 
was born at Ardwick, in Manchester, to Down- 
ing street, had been accomplished by his own 
unaided talents and efforts. 
“I am far from saying, went on Bishop 
Welldon, “ that, like other politicians, he may 
not have done bad things first in order that 
he might do good things ufterwards, but I 
should be sorry to have made his speech at 
Limehouse. I should have been stil] more sorry 
to have made Mr. Disraeli’s sttacks upon Sir 
Robert Peel. It is always necessary to make 
allowance for the exigencies of public life, but 
the possibility of such an ascent as Mr. Lloyd 
George's is the strongest witness of the equality 
of opportunity which exists in Great Britain 
to-day, and that equality is the surest test of 
democracy. Nobody. has been -called to 
bear such a burden as he—a burden both at 
home and abroad. To him, more than to any 
other living man, does Great Britain owe her 
victory in the war. That is itself a debt 
which it is difficult, if not impossible, to repay 
If it should preve that the spectre of the Irish 
problem is set at rest, then the debt of the 
nation and the Empire to Mr. Lloyd George 
will be as great in peace as in war. I am not 
desirous to pose as a panegyrist of the Prime 
Minister, but his was the vision which inspired 
the long-continued self-sacrifice of the nation 
in the war. His has been the uniting power 
which has magnetically drawn and held together 
in the Coalition men who, a few years ago 
were the bitterest of political foes. i 
“ When history comes to be written, it will. 
1 believe, be felt that at no epoch have so many 
far-reaching ehanges and reforms in so many 
departments of life been effected as during the 
Premiership of Mr. Lioyd George. I believe, 
too, it may be said that in all the vicissitudes 
of his remarkable career, in success as well as 
in defeat, he has retained a great deal of 
simplicity which belonged to his origin. is 
head has not been tufned by elevation... He haa 
remained at heart a man of the people. .' 
“ My only object in making these remarks 
is to show, as far as in me ties, that the most 
remarkable political life in the whole history of 
Great Britain is, I believe, being lived before 
the eyes of the world to-day.”

There were some unexpected developments in 
connection with the Irish peace situation dur- 
ing Saturday and Sunday, amongst them being 
the issue last evening of the full terms of the 
Government's offer to Sinn Fein. That the 
terms would be given to the public in connec- 
tion with the meeting of Dail Eireann to- 
morrow was generally believed, but apparently 
the publication in the Sunday papers of General 
Smute’s letter to Mr. de Valera, in which the 
terms were partially disclosed, influenced the 
decision to publish them at once. 

In Sinn Fein circles the publication of 

General Smuts’s letter caused a sensation. In- 
deed, Mr. de Valera yesterday morning iesued 
a statement expressing doubt as to whether 
the General h so RR given his permission. 
He also appeared to think that his own per- 
mission should have been obtained. 
The documents, which last evening were 
issued simultaneously from the Dublin Mansion 
House and the Irish Office in London, included 
the full text of the Government's proposals ad- 
dressed to Mr. de Valera on the 20th July, 
Mr. de Valera’s letter to Mr. Lloyd George, 
dated August 10th; Mr. Lloyd George's further 
letter to Mr. de Valera, dated August 13th, and 
Mr. de Valera’s statement regardigy the pub- 
lication of General Smuts’s letter. “These ocu- 
ments are printed below, together with Sir 
James Craig's letter to the Premier stating the 
position of the Cabinet of Northern Ireland. 

The Jrish Bulletin states that the official 
correspondence _ will presented to Dail 
Eireann at its forthcoming session, and that the 
proposed reply of the Republican Ministry to 
the British Government will be submitted. 

The Dail Eireann Cabinet considered Mr. 
Lloyd George’s reply yesterday afternoon. 

An advance copy of the Irish Bulletin, 
dated Monday, August 15th, 1921, states that 
on July 20th, the day preceding the last of the 
conversations held in London between Mr. de 
Valera and the British Prime Minister, a 
document embodying proposals of the British 
Government for an Irish settlement was pre- 
sented to Mr. de Valera, accompanied by the 
following letter :— 

10 Downing street, Whitehall, 8.W.1, 
20th July, 1921. 

Sir,—I send you herewith the proposals af the 
British Government, which I promised you by 
this evening.. I fear that they will reach you 
rather late, but I have only just been able to 
submit them on behalf of the Cabinet to the 
King. I shall expect you here to-morrow at 
11.30 a.m., as arranged at our last meeting.

PROPOSALS OF THE BRITISH

SETTLEMENT. 
20th JULY, 1921. 

The British Government are actuated by an 
earnest desire to end the unhappy divisions be- 
tween Great Britain and Ireland, which have 
produced so many conflicts in the past, and 
which have once more shattered the peace and 
well-being of Ireland at the present time. They 
long, with His Majesty the King, in the words 
of his gracious speech in Ireland last month, for 
a satisfactory solution of those age-long irish 
problems which for generations embarrassed 
our forefathers, as they now weigh heavily 
upon us, and they wish to do their utmost to 
secure that “‘every man of Irish birth, what- 
ever be his creed, and wherever be his home, 
should work in loyal co-operation with the free 
communities on which ‘the British Empire is 
based.” They are convinced that the Irish 
people may find as worthy and as complete an 
expression of their political and spiritual ideale 
within the Empire as any of the numerous and 
varied netions united in allegiance to His 
Majesty’s throne, and they desire such a con 
summation, not only for the welfare of Great 
Britain and the Empire as a whole, but also for 
the cause of peace and harmony throughout the 
world. There is no part of the world where 
Irishmen have made their home but suffers from 
our ancient feuds, no part of it but looks te 
this meeting between the British Government 
and the Irish leaders to resolve these feuds in 
a new understanding, honourable and eatisfac- 
tory to all the. we inovl ved. 

THE EMPIRE'S COMPOSITION. 

The free nations which compose the British 
Empire are drawn from many races with 
different histories, traditions, and ideals. In 
the Dominion of Canada British and French 
have long forgotten the bitter conflicts which 
divided their ancestors. In South Africa the 
Transvaal Republic and tlhe Orange Free State 
lave joined with.two British colonies to make 
a great self-governing Union under His 
Majesty’s sway. The British people cannot 
believe that where Canada and Séuth Africa, 
with equal, or even greater, difficulties, have 
so signally succeeded. Ireland will fail, and 
they are determined that, suo far as they them. 
selves can assure it. nothing shall hinder Jrish 
statesmen from joining together to build up an 
Irish State in free and willing co-operation with 
the other peoples of ihe Empire, 

BRITAIN’S OFFER. 

Moved by these considerations, ithe British 
Government invite Ireland to take her place in 
the great association of free nations over which 
His Majesty reigns. As an earnest of their 
desire to oblittrate old quarrels, and to enable 
Jreland to face the future with her own 
strength and hope, they propose that Ireland 
shall assume forthwith the status of a Dominion, 
with all ihe powers aml privileges set forth in 
this document. By the adoption of Dominion 
status it is understood that Ireland shall enjoy 
complete autonomy in taxation and finance; 
that she shall maintuin her own Courte of Law 
and Judges: that she shall mamtain her own 
military forces, for home defence, her own 
Constabulary and her own police; that she shall 
take over the Irish postal services and all matters 
relating thereto; education, land, agriculture, 
mines and minerals, forestry, housing, labour, 
unemployment, transport, trade, public health, 
health insurance, and the liquor traffic, and, in 
sum, that she shall exercise all those powers and 
privileges upon which the autonomy of the self- 
governing Dominions is based, subject only to 
the considerations set out in the ensuing para- 
graphs. Guaranteed in these liberties, which no 
foreign people can challenge without challenging 
the Empire’ as a whole, the Dominions hold, 
and each severally, by virtue of their British 
fellowship, a standing amongst the natious 
equivalent not merely in their individual 
strength, but to the combined power and in- 
fluence of all the nations of the Commonwealth. 
That guarantee, that fellowship, that freedom 
the whole Empire looks to Ireland to aceept. 

CONDITIONS OF SETTLEMENT. 
To this settlement, the British Governinent are 
prepared to give immediate effect upon the 
following conditions, which are, in their opinion, 
vital to the welfare and safety of both Great 
Britain and Ireland, forming, as they do, the 
heart of the Gommonwealth :— 
1. The common concern of Great Britain and 
Ireland in the defence of their interests by land 
and sea shall be mutually recognised. Great 
Britain lives by sea-borne food; her communi- 
cations depend upon the freedom of the great 
sea routes. Ireland lies at Britain’s side 
across the sea ways, north and south, that link 
her with the sister nations of the Empire, the 
markets of the world, and the vita! sources of 
her food supply. In recognition of this fact, 
which nature has imposed, and no statesman- 
ship can changé, it is essential that the Roval 
Navy alone should control the seas around Ire- 
land and Great Britain, and that such rights and 
liberties should be accorded to it by the Irish 
State as are essential for naval purposes in the 
Irish harbours and on the Irish coasts. 
2. In order that the movement towards the 
limitation of armaments which is now making 
progress in the world should in-no way be 
hampered, it is stipulated that ihe Trish Terri- 
rial forces shall, within reasonable limits, con- 
orm in respect of numbers to the military 
establishments of other parts of these islands. 
3. The position of Ireland is also of great 
importance for the Air Services, both military 
and civil. The Royal Air Force will need

With this 
object in view, the British and Irish Govern- 
ments shall agree to impose no protective duties 
or other restrictions upon the flow of transport, 
trade and commerce between all parts of these 
islands. 

6. The Irish people shalf agree to assume re- 
sponsibility for a share of the present debt of 
the United Kingdom, and of ‘the liability for 

nsions arising out of the great war, the share 
in default of agreement tween the Govern- 
ments concerned to be determined by an inde- 
pendent arbitrator, appointed from. within His 
Majesty’s Dominions. 

IN TREATY FORM. 

la accordance with these principles the British 
Government propose that the ‘conditions of 
settlement between Great Britain and Ireland 
shall be embodied in the form of a treaty, 
to which effect shall in due course be given 
by the British and Irish Parliaments. They 
ook to such an instrument to obliterate 
old conflicts forthwith, to clear the 
way for a detailed settlement im full accord- 
ance with Irish conditions and needs, and thus 
to establish a new and happier relation be- 
tween Irish patriotism and that wider com- 
munity of aims and interests by which the 
unity of the whole Empire is freely sustained. 

NORTHERN IRELAND. 

The form im which the settlement is to take 
effect will depend upon Ireland herself. It 
must allow for full recognition of the cxist- 
ing powers and privileges of the Parliament 
and Government of Northern Ireland, which 
cannot be abrogated except by their own 
consent. For their part the British Govern- 
ment enteriain an earnest hope that the neces- 


sity of harmonious co-operation amongst Irish- 
men of all classes and creeds will recog- 
nised throughout Ireland, and they will mb 


come the day when by these means unity is 
achieved. But no such common action can be 
secured by force. Union came in Canada by 
the free consent of the provinces; so in Aus- 
tralia, so in South Africa. It will come in 
Ireland by no other ‘way than-consent. There 
can, in fact, be no settlement on terms in- 
volving on the one side or the other that 
bitter appeal to bloodshed afd violence which 
all men of good will are longing to terminate. 
The British Government will undertake to give 
effect, so far as that depends on them, to any 
terms in this respect. on which all Ireland 
unites. But in no conditions can they consent 
to any proposals which would ‘kindle civil war 
in Ireland, Such a war would not touch Ire- 
land alone, for partisans would flock to either 
side from Great Britain, the Empire, and else- 
where, with consequences more devastating to 
the welfare both of Ireland and the Empire 
than the conflict to which a truce has been 
called this month. Throughout the Empire 
there is a deep desire that. the day. of violence 
should pass, and that a solution should be 
found consonant with the bighest ideale and 
interests of all parts of Ireland, which will en- 
able her to co-operate as a willing partner in 
the British Commonwealth. 
A QUESTION FOR IRISHMEN. 

The Btitish Government will! therefore, 
leave Irishmen themselves to determine by 
negotiation between them whether the new 
powers which that pact defines shail be taken 
over by Ireland as a whole, and administered 
by a single Trish body, or taken over separately 

South and-.North.Irelatid with or without 
a joint authority to harmonise their common 
interests. They will willingly assist in the 
negotiation of such a settlement if Irishmen 
should so desire. 

Sy these proposals the British Government 
sincerely believe that they will have shatter 


the foundations of the ancient hatred 
and distrust which have disfigured our 
common history for centuries past, The future 


of Ireland within the Commonwealth is for the 
Irish people to shape. 

In the foregoing proposals the British Go- 
vernment have attemnted no more than the 
broad outline of a settlement. The details they 
leave for discussion when the Irish people have 
—_ their acceptance of the principle of this 
pact.

S:ig,—Ón the occasion of our last interview I 
gave it as my judgment that Dail Eireann could 
not, and that the Irish people would not, accept 
the proposals of your Government as sct forth 
in the draft of July 20th, which you had pre- 
sented ‘to me. Having ‘consulted my colleagues, 
and with them given these proposals the most 
earnest consideration, I now confirm that judg- 


ment. 
The outline civen in the draft is solf-contra- 
dictory, and “the principle of the pact.” not 


easy to determine. To the extent that if im- 
plics a recognition of Treland’s separate nation- 
hood and her right to self-determimation we 
appreciate and accent it. But in the stipulations 
and express conditions concerning the matters 
that are vital, that principle is strangely set 
aside, and a cisim advaneed by your Goevern- 
ment to an interference in our affairs and to a 
control which we cannot admit. 

Ireland's right. to choose for herself the path 
she shall take to realise her own destiny must 
he accepted as indefeasible. It is a right that 
has been maintsined through centuries 
of oppression. and at the cost of wn- 
narallcled sacrifice and unteld eufferine. and il 
will not be surrendered. We cannot propose to 
vbrogete or impair it, nor can Britain or any 
other forcien State or croup of States legiti- 
mately claim to interfere with its exercise in 
order to serve their own epecial interests. 


POLITICAL DETACHMENT. 

The Irish people's belicf is that the national 
destiny can best be realised in political detach- 
ment, free from Imperialistic entanglements. 
which they feel will involve enterprises out of 
harmony with the national character, prove de- 
sieuctive of their ideals, and be fruitful only of 
ruinous wars, crushing burdens, social disecon- 
tent, and general unrest and unhappiness. Like 
the small States of Europe, they are prepared 
to hazard -their independence on the basis of 
moral right, confident that as they would 
threaten no nation or people they would, in 
turn, be free from aggression themselves. This 
is the policy they have declared for in. plebiscite 
after plebiscite, and the degree to which any 
other line of policy deviates from it must he 
taken as a measure of the extent to which: ex- 
ternal pressure is operative and violence is 
being done to the wishes of the majority. 

As for myself and my colleagues, it is our 
deep convietion that true friendship with Fng- 
land, which military coercion has frustrated for 
centuries, can he obtained most readily now 
through amicable, but absolute, separation. 
The fear, groundless though we helieve it to he, 
that Irish territory mav be used as the hasis 
for an attack upon England's liberties, can be 
met by reasonable guarantees not inconsistent 
with Irish sovereignty. 


DOMINION STATUS “ ILLUSORY.” 


“ Dominíon status for Ireland, everyone 
who understands the conditions, knows to be 
illusory. ‘The freedom which the British 


Dominions enjoy is not so much the result of 
legal enactments or of treaties as of th: im- 
mens distances which separate them from 
Britain, and have made interference by her 
impracticable. The most explicit guarantecs, 
ineluding the Dominions’ acknowledge’! right to 
secede, would be necessary to secure for Ireland 
an equal degree of freedom. There is no suz- 


such guarantees. Instead, the rational post- 
tion is reversed; our geogrphical situation with 
respect to Britain ie made the basis of denials 
and restrictions unheard of in ihe erse of the 
Dominions: the smaller island must cive mili- 
tary safeguards and guarantecs to the larzer. 
and euffer itself to be reduced to the position 
of a helpless dependency. 
FREE ASSOCIATION. 

It should be obvious that we could not urge 
the acceptance of such propostls upon our 
people. A certain treaty of free association

TRADING TREATIES. 

_ Treaties dealing with the proposals for free 
inter-trade and mutual limitation of armaments 
we are ready at any time to negotiate. Mutual 
agreement for facilitating air commuhications, 
as well aa railway and other communications, 
can, we feel certain, also be effected. No 
obstacle of any kind will be placed by us in the 
way of that smooth commercial intercourse 
which is essential in the life of both islands— 
each the best customer and the best market of 
the other. It must, of course, be underétood 
that all treaties and agreements wuold have to 
be submitted for ratification to the nateional 
Legislature in the first instance, and subse- 
quently to the Irish people as a whole, under 
circumstances which would make it evident that 
their decision would be a free. decision, and 
that every element of military compulsion was 


absent. 
LIABILITY FOR DEBT. 

The question of Ireland's liability “for a 
share of the present debt of the United King- 
dom" we are prepared to leave to be deter- 
mined by a Board of Arbitration—one ap- 
pointed by Ireland, one by Great Britain, and a 
third to be chosen by agreement, or, in default, 
to be nominated, say, by the President of the 
United States of America, if the President 
would consenv. 

As regards the question at issue between the 
mg minority and the great majoritv of the 


rish ple, that must remain a guestion for 
the Irish people themselves to settle. We 
cannot admit the right of the British 


Government to ‘mutilate our country, eithe- 
in its own interest, or at the call of any section 
of our population. We do not contemplate the 
use of force. If your Government stands aside, 
we can effect a complete reconciliation. We 
agree with you “ that no common action can be 
secured by force.” Our regret is that this wise 
and true principle which your Government pre- 
scribes to us for the settlement of our local 
problem it seems unwilling to apply consistently 
to the fundamental spoilt of the relations 
between our island and yours. The principle 
we rely on in the one case we are ready to apply 
in the other; but, should this principle not yield 
an immediate settlement, we are willing that 
this question, too, be submitted to external 
arbitration. 

Thus, we are ready to meet you in all that is 
reasonable and just. The responsibility for 
initiating and effecting an honourable peace 
rests primarily, not with our Government, but 
with yours. We have no conditions to impose, 
no:claims to advance but the one that we be 
freed from aggression. We reciprocate with a 
sincerity Ry = measured only by the terrible 
sufferings our people have undergone the desire 
you express for mutual and lasting. friendship. 

e is cause of the ancient feuds which you 
deplore has been, as we know, and as history 

roves, the attacks of English rulers upon Irish 
iberties. These attacks can cease forthwith if 
your Government has the will. The road to

Sir,—The earlier part of your letter is so 
much opposed to our fundamental position that 
we feel bound to leave you in no doubt of our 
meaning. You state that, after consulting your 
colleagues, you confirm your declaration that 
our proposals are such as Dail Éireann could 
not, and the Irish people would: not, 


You add that the outline given in our draft is 
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 self-contradictory, and the principle of the pact 


offered to you not easy to determine. We 
desire, therefore, to make our position absolutely 


clear. 
NO RIGHT TO SECEDE. 

In our opinion, nothing is to be gained by 
prolonging a theoretical’ discussion of the 
national sfetus which you may be willing to 
accept as compared with that of the great self- 
governing Dominions of the British Common- 
wealth, but we must direct your attention to 
one point, upon which vou lay some emphasis, 
and upon which no British Government can com- 
promise—namely, the claim that we should 
acknowledge the right of Ireland to secede from 
her allegiance to the King. No such right can 
ever be acknowledged by us. The geographical 
propinquity of Ireland to the British Isles is a 
fundamental fact. The history of the two 
islands for many centuries, however it is read, is 
sufficient proof that their destimies are indis- 
sclubly linked. Irelamd has sent members to 
the British Parliament for more than a hundred 
years. Many thousands of her people during all 
that time have enlisted freely and served gal- 
lantly in the forces of the Crown. Great num- 
bers in all the Irish provinces are profoundly 
attached to the Throne. These facts permit of 
one answer, and one only, to the claim that 
Britain should negotiate with Ireland as a 
separate and foreign Power. 

When you, as the chosen representative of 
Irish national ideals, came to speak with me, I 
made one condition only, of which our proposals 
plainly stated the effect—that Ireland should 
recognise the force of geographical and histori- 
eal facts. It is those facts which govern the 
problem of British and Irish relations. If they 
did not exist, there would be no problem to 
discuss 

NO FOREIGN ARBITRATOR. 

I pass, therefore, to the conditions which 
are imposed by these facts. We set them out 
clearly in six clauses in our former proposals, 
and need not restate them here, except to say 
that the British Government cannet consent to 
the reference of any such questions which 
concern Great Britain and Ireland alone to the 
arbitration of a foreign Power. 

We are profoundly ghd to have your agree- 
ment that Northern Ireland cannot be 
coerced. This point is of great importance, 
because the resolve of our people to resist with 
their full power any attempt at secession by 
one part of Ireland carries with it, of neces- 
sity, an equa! resolve to resist eny effort to 
coerce another port of Ireland to abandon its 
allegiance to the Crown Wes gladly give you 
the assurance that we will concur in any settle- 
ment which Southern and Northern Treland 
may make for Irish unily, within the eix con- 
ditions already laid down, which aprivy +o 
Scuthern and Northern Ireland alike; but we 
cannot agree to refer the question of your 
relations with Northern Ireland to foreign 
arbitration. 

NO DEROGATION FROM IRELAND'S 

STATUS. 


The conditions of the proposed settlement do 
not arise from any desire to foree our will | 
upon another people of another race, but from 
facts which are ae vital to Ireland’s welfare ae 
to our own, They contain no derogation from 
Ireland's statue as a Dominion, no desire for 
British ascendancy over Ireland, and no impair- 
ment of Ireland’s national ideals. 

Our proposals present to the Irish people an 
opportunity such as has never dawned in their 
history before. We have made them in the 
sincere desire to achieve reace, but beyond 
them we cannot go. We trust tbat you will 
be able to accept them in principle. I shal] be 
really to discuss their application in detail 
whenever your acceptance in principle ie com- 
municated to me.

IRISH HORSES FOR GREECE. 


ONE THOUSAND SHIPPED FROM BELFAST. 
Over eleven hundr horses purchased in 
Ireland for the Greek Army left Belfast on 
Saturday by the &s.

STATEMENT BY MR. §. T. O’KELLY,

Mr. 8. T. O'Kelly, M.P.. the Republican 
envoy at Paris, returned to Ireland with Mrs. 
O'Kelly on Saturday evening. At Kingstown 
Mr. O'Kelly was welcomed by Madame Markie- 
vicz and a number of local Sinn Fein su porters. 
Speaking to an Jrish Times representative, Mr. 
O'Kelly said that no cause in France 
created as much enthusiasm or ob as 
much sympathy as the cause of Ireland when- 
ever it was mentioned at private or public 
gatherings. He knew public speakers in ce 
of every party who, when they wanted to get 
Ó cheer on any political topic, tried to drag in 
Ireland's name, being certain of a lively re- 
sponse. Ireland loomed very much larger than 
ever she had in her history before. re was 
no paper of any size or note, whether it were 
the great papers of Paris or those of the pro- 
vincial Press, that did not make every effort 
to provide its readers with news of the doings 
in Ireland.

INTERNATIONAL COMMITTEE FOR 
CATHOLIC STUDIES. 
Mr. O'Kelly said that a meeting of the 
International Committee for Catholic Studies 
was held in Paris in the month of May last, at 
which were represented France, Italy. Switzer- 
land, Jugo-Slavia, Czecho-Slovakia, Ireland, and 
England. The session lasted for two days, and 
the concluding day was given to a discussion 
of the Irish question. The Committee heard 
both sides—there was a person, a delegate, 
representing the Irish and a person represent- 
ing the English side. The Committee did not 
pledge itself to either side. But despite this 
fact the Secretary of the Committee received a 
letter from Cardinal Bourne complaining that 
an international Catholic body such as that 
Committee should have devoted a day of their 
time to the examination of the Irish question. 
A meeting of the Committee was called, and 
Cardinal urne was told that the Committee 
considered themselves the best judges of the 
roblems that they ought to discuss. Cardinal 
urne said that the Irish question 
was a domestic one for England. 
The International Commitiee refu to 
accept His Eminence’s view, and said that sea 
Catholic body they were most deeply interested 
in the fate of Ireland and in her welfare. They 
were interested in the question primarily as 
Catholics, but at the same time they did not 
lose sight of the national aspect of the question.

Mr. de Valera, who, on his arrival later, was 
received with great enthusiasm, addressed the 
audience in Irish, and apologised for his belated 
attendance. We said that he had been detained 
on national business, but he had not come 
there to make a speech. They could al) under. 
stand that this was not the time for speech- 
making. He merely wanted to identify himeelf 
with the obiect for which the bazaar had been 
organised. That object was a most deserving 
one. They wanted similar halls in every town 
and village in Ireland. They were a means 
of bringing people together for the develop- 
ment of that civic spirit in the new Ireland 
which they were building up. (Applause.) Hav- 
ing visited all the stalls, Mr. de Valera left the 
ground and motored to Dublin.

GATHERING IN LUXEMBOURG. 


Telegraphing from Luxembourg on Friday, 
Reuter’s Correspondent says:—The _ Inter- 
national Peace er en recommends that, 
in order to bring about the abolition of the 
right to make war, it is essential that the 
Permanent International Court of Justice 
should have cases of dispute laid before it, and 
be entrusted with the task of ensuring a de- 
finitive peaceful solution. It also urges the 
necessity of an international public code being 
drawn up and submitted to the approval of 
the nations. It calls the attention of the forth- 
coming Assembly of the League of Nations to 
this, and insists On the advisibility of carrying 
on an intense propaganda, with a view to 
endowing the Ar. ing with as democratic a 
character as possible. 
It also puts forward the old claim for 
organising the election of delogates to the 
Assembly on as democratic a system as possible 
in each country. 
The Conference demands that, without the 
freedom of the Press being infringed, the 
League of Nations should organise, particularly 
by the international recognition of the “ right 
reply,” the repression of lies published 
through the channel of the Press or public 
meetings, in order to prevent the people from 
being incited to hatred against one another. 
It also requires that the Leagues of Nations 
should be completed by the admission of States 
not yet belonging to it, so that the League may 
come a universal one. 
DISARMAMENT SUGGESTIONS. 
A further message, dated Sunday night, 
says:—The International Congreas concluded 
its work to<lay. Among various other reso- 
lutions passed was one  praisin President 
Harding's action in convohing t Disarma- 
ment Conference, and stating that complete 
disarmament could only be brought about by 
a League of Nations, including all the civilised 
peoples of the world. he resolution further 
demanded that, pending the decisions of the 
Washington Conference, all naval construction 
should cease, and that, as a first step towards 
disarmament on land, the Armies of all the 
Powers should be reduced in the eame degree 
as Germany's Army was by the Treaty of

SINKS A BRITISH LIGHTSHIP. 


Our Liverpool Correspondent telegraphs—-Now 
devoted to peaceful pursuits, under the name of 
Green Brier, the notorious ex-German raider 
Moewe played a conspicuous part in an exciting 
experience near the Mersey Bar on Saturday, 
when the Formby lightship Planet was sunk as 
the result of a collision. Having come into 
British possession, the Moewe was sulsequently 
acquired by Messrs. Elders and Fyffes, re- 
named Green Brier, and has since been engaged 
mainly in carrying bananas and other fruit from 
the West Indies to Liverpool. 

On Saturday she was outward bound from the 
Mersey to Teneriffe, and had not made much 
progress on her voyage when the mishap oc- 
curred. It appears that the Green Brier was 
proceeding along the main channel when, pre- 
sumably, something went wrong with her steer- 
ing gear, and she collided with the Formby 
lightship, which is one of three similar veasels 
stationed near the mouth of the Morsey as 
guides to navigators. Eyc-witnesses state that 
the Green Brier came into contact with the 
lightship with considerable force. Water im- 
mediately began to pour into the Planet, and 
the Green Brier’s captain prompity telegraphed 
to the engine room and gave an order which 
had the effect of keeping the steamer’s 
head in the lightship’s breach, and so 
minimised the ow of water into her 

ESCAPE OF LIGHTSHIP’S CREW. 

Meanwhile, the lightship’s crew of six hands 
were placed in great peril. One of them 
either plunged overboard or was thrown into 
the river. The other five succeeded in lower- 
ing the ship's boat into which they scrambled, 
and shortly afterwards they picked up their 
swimming colleague on their way to the side of 
the Green Brier. pes were thrown from 
the steamer, and after an exciting adventure 
all six men were rescued and taken aboard the 
Green Brier, from which they were subs 
uently transferred to the steam tug Fiying 
ock ‘and landed at Liverpool. Their clothing 
merely consisted of trousers and shirt. 

The mate wae provided with other clothing at 
Liverpool so that he might to the 
Dock Offices to make his report. He stated 
that this was not the first time that he had 
been the victim of a wreck. The men lost all 
their belongings in the lightship, which disap- 
eared from view almost immediately that the 

reen Brier backed away from it. 

THE GREEN BRIAR DAMAGED. 

The last-named vessel, which had sustained 
damage to her bows, afterwards put about and 
returned to Liverpool for repairs, her sailin 
having meanwhile been indefinitely post

ECONOMIC SANCTIONS TO BE 


RAISED. 

, At Saturday morning's sitting, the Supreme 
Couneil drew up the text of the communication 
which will be addressed to Germany and 
Poland respectively, informing them of the 
decision of the Council to refer the matter of 
Upper Bilesia to the League of Nations, and 
taking them to make thé necessary arrange 
ments to maintain order. 

With regard to the question of war criminals, 
a Commission ig to examine the Leipzig verdicts, 
and will make suggestions to the Council with 
a view to the rectification of the German 
judicial decisions, either by quashing the ver- 
diets given, or.by sentencing those found guilty 
by default. The Commission will be composed 
of two legal authorities from each of the coun- 
tries interested in ghe Leipzig trials. 

The Council hae decided to create an Inter- 
national, and not an Inter-Allied, Commission 
for the relief of Russia. The Entente Powers 
will each nominate three members, and will in- 
vite the neutral Powers and philanthropic in- 
stitutions to co-operate with them. The Council 
also examined the diplomatic situation which 
would be created by a distribution of foodatuffs 
and the manner whereby all conversations with 
the BSoviete should be strictly limited to 
humanitarian aims. 

Marshal Foch, dealing with the problem of 
the Near East, explained the etraiegic situa 
tion with yr diay to the Straits and the manner 
in which their defence could be assured in 
case of violation of neutrality by either Greece 
or Turkey. 

As regards the situation in Austria, where 
nothing can be done by the Allies until the 
United States have waived their right to re- 
parations, Mr. Harvey explained that a bill 
was now before Congress by which Austria's 
debt to the United States would be cancelled. 
The Council passed a resolution urging Congress 
to vote for the bill as speedily as possible in 
order that the plan for the financial relief of 
Austria may be put into operation. 

GERMAN DISARMAMENT. 

The Council then discussed the disarmament 
of Germany, and Marshal Foch presented a 
resolution adopted unanimously by the Inter- 
Allied Military Commission proposing the con- 
tinuation of the Commissions of Bentret in 
Germany. A long discussion ensued on this 
subject, but the Allies were unanimous in con- 
sidering that it was necessary to continue to 
watch Germany. The question then arose 
whether the Commission of Control should be 
maintained permanently in their present form. 
M. Briand stated that France was not opposed 
to the reduction of these bodies. Signor 
Bononi stated that he was of opinion that the 
pe gs of the Commission should be limited. 
ord Curzon suggested that the Commission of 
Contro! should be established outside Germany,

ginning had been made, and that the German 
Government appeared to be making an effort 
to keep its engagements, It was accordingly 
proposed to withdraw the economic penalties 
on the following conditions -— 

(1) That obligations by which Germany must 
pay one milliard gold marks by the 3ist August 
are carried out, (2) That the German Govern- 
ment adopts those measures which already have 
been the subject of discussions between it and 
the French Government, to cease the systematic 
refusal of import licences for the Allies’ goods 
which are intended for the occupied regions. 

Lord Curzon weleomed the declaration that 
the Customs sanctions would disappear by the 
51st August. The British Government, he said, 
had never contemplated that these sanctions 
would be in operation three months after the 
acceptance of the ultimatum. He dwelt on the 
burden imposed on Germany by the occupation, 
and suggested that a term should be fixed, and 
that there should be a progressive withdrawal 
of the Allied troops. 

M. BRIAND’S FIRM ATTITUDE. 

M. Briand declared that the French Govern- 
ment had no desire to maintain indefinitely the 
military occupation of Duesseldorf, Ruhrort, 
and Duisburg, but pointed out that German 
public opinion, on the whole, had not realised 
that thé war was won by the Allies. A demion- 
stration of force was necessary to obtain the 
carrying out of the reparation terms. If the 
results for which the sanctions were created in 
March had been obtained, France herself would 
have proposed the raising of the military ganc- 
tions as well as the economic sanctions. If 
within the last few days the policy of the 
German Government seemed to have been modi- 
fied, it was, perhaps, because the Germans be- 
lieved that there was no longer between the 
Allies the same cohesion as in March, when the 
sanctions wefe established. In any case, the 
Allied Governments must not forget that there 
were elements of trouble in Germany. Within 
a fortn/ht she had reconstituted an army of 
40,000 men, supplied with war material. There 
was, therefore, a great danger that the Cabinct 
would be overthrown and replaced by a re- 
actionary one. 

FRANCE’S JUST DEMANDS. 

In these conditions, far from bringing peace. 
a premature raising of the sanctions would 
cause tension in the relations between France 
and Germany. For two years the French people 
had been waiting for a. just reparation for 
the sufferings brought upon her by a 
war which had Ween started by Germany. 
France had mobilised a whole class which had 
not been used, but the French people, calm 
and generous, would not understand that, on 
the morrow of the day when her magistrates 
had been insulted at Leipzig, the German 
Government should obtain the raising of all 
fFanctions. 

However, as the German Government had en- 
deavoured in a measure to carry out her many 
obligations, the French Government proposed, 
on its own initiative, to raise the economic 
sanctions on the conditions laid down. As re- 
gards the military sanctions, the time had not 
yet come to raise them. It would come later 
if Germany honoured her obligations, and the 
question could be resumed at the next meeting 
of the Supreme Council. 

THE DECISION. 

After M. Briand's speech, the Couneil decided, 
in: accordance with his advice: (1) To maintain 
the military sanctions, (2) to raise the economic 
sanctions, the suppression of which would take 
effect as from the 15th September, on the con. 
ditions already stated. Further, the Inter- 
Allred Rhineland Commission woulda assume con- 
trol while these new measures were being pre- 


pared. 
THE SESSION ENDS. 

On the proposal of M. Briand, the Supreme 
Council passed the following resolution in end- 
ing its labours:—The Supreme Council is 
anxious once again to affirm its desire to main- 
tain the close accord between the Allies, which 
it considers more than ever indispensable to 
the peace of the world. 

Various other questions were ‘examined, in- 
cluding the cost of tho Army of Occupation, and 
the session of the Council was then declared to 
be closed. 

The British Delegation left Paris for London 
at noon yesterday. 


GERMAN-POLISH EFFORTS FOR 
PEACE. 


A Berlin telegram, dated Friday, states :— 
According to a telegram from Kattowitz the 
representatives of the German and Polish par- 
ties met to-day on the invitation of the latter, 
and had an exhaustive discussion on the pos- 
sibility of persuading the inhabitants of Upper 
Silesia to prevent a repetition of the recent 
regrettable events there, and to restore peaceful 
conditions in view of the impending decision 
regarding Upper Silesia. Both parties wil} 
issue a manifesto to this effect in the course 
of the next few days.

FARMING NOTES. 


CATCH CROPS FOR SPRING 
FODDER. 


The yield of hay is everywhere light this 
year, says the Departmeni-of Agriculture and 
echnical Instruction for Ircland, while oats 
are to be a “very variable erm, and, 
except on cool, dump soils, or on deep well- 
manured lcams, extremely light in the straw. 
Late-sown root cro were also seriously 
affected by the drought—though now that rein 
has come, prospects have improved. Taken in 
conjunction, these circumstances point to a 
fodder shortage in the spring, and to obviate 
this it is desirable that steps should be taken 
to sow catch crops, ad to ensure a plentiful 
supply of alternative fecding stuffs for stock 

durmg the period of scarcity. 

The system of catch-cropping is already well 
known in many parts of lreland— particularly 
in the South; but, in view of the advantages it 
Offers, ahd sceing also that suitable crops can, 
in many instances, be grown without inier- 
ference with the preparations for the following 
seasons crop, the system deserves to be mere 
widely practised. Thronghout the North exten- 
sive «areas of flax ground are allowed to remain 
idle from about the beginning of August until 
the following apring. Similarly with carly and 
mid-season potato iand in the West. In both 
cases the growing of a cover crop during the 
winter would be beneficial to the lanl, by pre- 
venting the loss of valuable manurial consti- 
tuents during heavy rain But although the 
fact is worthy of consideration im any year, the 
compelling reason for putting in a catch crop 
this year is that such a crop will enable a 
considerable bulk of green food to be available 
at a time of year when feeding stuffs are likely 
to be scarce and dear. 

FEEDING FOR DAIRY COWS, 

Catch crops are specially suitable for the 
feeding of dai fr coWs, and comparatively small 
areas. serve to keep the iatior in a full flow of 
milk until the grass is ready; and even when 
grass becomes available pasturage is often 
economised by being given a good start before 
it is grazed. The results are that not alone 
are the milk yields increased, but that a greater 
number of stock can he kept on the same acre- 
age. Catch orops are also valuable ae a food 
for stock other than dairy cagtie. All classes 
of cattle thrive as well on thes crops as on a 
hay and root ration in late spring. Young 
horses have been got into condition on vetches 
more quickly than they could have been on an 
oat ration. Rape can be fed with advantage 
to store pigs, so saving the labour of cutting— 
an important consideration in view of labour 


costs. 
THE CATCH CROPS. 

The catch crops sown in autumn are usually 
(1) rye, (2) rye and vetches, (3) hardy gfeen 
turnips—also known as “starters,” (4) giant 
rape, (5) Italian rye grass. The question as to 
whieh of these crops should be grown is oue to 
be determined by local circumstances of soil and 
climate, and cannot be made the subject of 
general recommendation. Farmets v ho have no 
experience of the system, or have any doubt as 
to the most suitable crop, should seek the ad- 
vice of their county agricultural instructor. 

The main essentials to success in the culti- 
vation of catch crops are early sowing and 
liberal manuring. Sowing should this vear be 
taken in hand at the earliest possible date. The 
— the sowing, the earlier the produce will 

ecome available in spring. It pays also to 
manure the land well, using farmyard manure 
if available, but, if not, applying superphosphate 
at the rate of 4 or 5 ewt. per statute acre, or 
basic slag containing a similar quantity of 
phosphate, after ploughing, and 1 cwt. sul- 
phate of ammonia after sowing, before the last 
harrowing. An plicatidn of nitrate of soda 
in February at the rate of 1 cwt. per statute 
acre, or of liquid manure, will foree growth for 
early use,

HOW TO PRESERVE IT. 

The object on bottling fruit, says the Dadly» 
T'cleqraph, is to preserve it as nearly as possible 
in a natural state, so that it can be used for 
cooking purposes at some future time. Pre- 
servation is achieved by sterilisation, net by 
cooking, and this is what so many people fail to 
understand. If the process continues so long 
and at such a temperature as to cook the fruit, 
not only is the appearance mb but, its long 
keeping becomes douhtful. ufficient heat ap- 
plied outside the bottle to create the vacuum 
that excludes the air is all that is necessary. 
The fruit should retain ite full natural flavour, 
and it can afterwards be.used exactly as if it 
were in a fresh state. 

Gooseberries are now at the right stage for 
this method of preserving, because they are of 
full size, and have not yet changed colour. 
They should be cleaned and graded, then 
tightly packed into the bottles, ramming them 
down eo hard that if turned upside down none 
would fall out. This tight-packing obviates that 
loosening and shrinking that must take place 
whenever heat is applied. Large fruit requires 
coaxing to get it to fit into place, and a little 
wooden rod is useful for this purpose. A good 
packer abhors empty spaces 

It is not necessary to uso any sugar wher 
bottling hard fruits, like cherries, plums, and 
berries; plain water alone is iy oer to fill 
up what space remains inside the bottle and to 
create a little juice. Soft fruits, like currants 
and raspberries, are quite a diferent propost- 
tion, and the addition of water to these a«pells 
ruin in the opinion of anyone who judges by 
flavour alone. Somo sugar 1s advisable then, 
even necessary, not only fur the sake of helping 
to make juice, but because it brightens the 
colour. Fruit that is bottled entirely without 
water will reduce in quantity, and the jar will 
be only three-parts full by the time sterilisa- 
tion is complete, but it is quite easy to use the 
contents of one jar to fill up the others, and to 
re-seal. If it is thought better not to remove 
the caps, since doing s0 requires re-sterilisation 
for a few minutes to make sure of the vacuum, 
the jar can be put away as it is; its contents 
may be smaller in amount, but will stand the 
addition of water and sugar when use is made 
of them later on. The broad rule in all bottling 
is to add water to stone fruits and berries, but 
never to the soft and pulpy fruits. 

Take gooseberries and cherries, since these 
are ready to hand at the moment. After close 
packing, the jars or bottles should be filled to 
overflowing with cold water, the rubber rings 
laid on after steeping in water, the glass tops 
laced in position, taking care that the rubber 
ies perfectly flat, then the metal screw. Let 
this be screwed perfectly tight at first, and 
afterwards give a half-turn back to release the 
pressure, and allow gas to escape. Immerse 
these bottles in cold water, protecting them at 
the bottom by raismg them half an inch. This 
can be done by putting a sheet or two of thick 
cardboard at the bettom of the pan. The ob- 
ject is not only to save the glaas, but to pre- 
vent the heat striking one part of the bottle 
first before it has had time to spread all round. 
The reason why fruit eo often rises and leaves 
a snace of water round the lower edge is be- 
cause the heat has concentrated there first. The 
water outside the botiles should as slowly as 
possible be brought nearly to the boiling point, 
and as soon as it reaches this point the bottles 
are lifted out one by one, and the tops imme- 
diately screwed tight. Set them aside on a 
wooden board, out of the draught, and as they 
cool see if it is possible to acrew tighter still. 
After twenty-four hours have elapsed the screws 
should be removed and the bottles be lifted by 
the tops, cautiously at first, to eee whether the 
vacuum has been created, and if they hold 
give the bottle a good shake to test it tho 
roughly. Should the glass top come off in the 
hand no vacuum exists, and had the screw been 
left on air would still have found its way in and 
fermentation been eet up. Moreover, leaving 
the screws on induces rust to collect inside, 
and makes it very difficult to get them off 
when they have been on a shelf for months. 
The screw has no purpose in life but to hold 
the parts together while the vacuum is being 
formed.

The Congress will also be asked 
to pronounce on the inocmpatibility of the 
functions of a member of the management of 
the International Labour Office, or other 
creations of the League of Nations, with those 
of a mandatory of a party organisation having 
a Socialist revolutionary character.

MINES EXPAND? 


Whether the movement will broaden out to 
ag “ai, is uncertain. Nowhere more me 
in the does hope spring eternal, 
and the optimists are talking of activity im 
Mines when the summer-holiday season begins 
to wane, the wish being father to the thought, 
of course. For months past the public have 
been devoting chief attention to the better 
class investment stocks (says Jruth), and the 
more speculative issues have been left almost 
entirely to the professionals, but it is argued 
that when the public come back refreshed from 
their holidays many of them will want a fiutter, 
and that either gold or oil shares 
are the most likely to favoured, Things 
may, for once, happen according to expectations 
based on hopes, and between now and the end 
oí the year gold shares mgy enjoy a spell of 
activity. In that event ose who get in 
earliest will stand the best chances of making 

rofits, and the late-comers, as usual, will be 
eft with the scrip. Those who hasten to get 
in early, however, need to be discriminating lest 
the hoped-for movement should fail, for some 
reason or other, to materialise, and they have 
no huter-comers to unload upon. Least risk will 
probably be run by those who devote chief 
attention to the mines whose profits are not 
solely or even very largely dependent upon the 
gold premium, Possibly the purchasers of such 
shares may not. make proportionately such large 
profits as those who dabble in the smaller-priced 
shares of leas favourably situated concerns, but 
they will risk less, and at the worst will have 
scrip which may be expected to yield dividends. 


RYLANDS AND SONS, 


This is one of the leading companics in the 
wholesale drapery trade, and is moreover one of 
the ew which publish hulf-yearly re- 

te. Its published figures for the first 
valf of 1921 are therefore important and signi- 
ficant.. We (Stock Exchange Gazette) prepared 
cur readers early in the present year for a 
further decline in the profits of undertakings of 
this kind, but the results of this undertaking 
for the past half-year are nevertheless suffi- 
ciently startling. The figures of the company

The loss during the past half-year is stated to 
be due to the unprecedented fall in the value 
of stocks and to losses under contracts, though 
all these are now stated to have been provided 
for, If other important firma have had a 
similar experience very poor results for whore 
sale drapery companies will almost certainly se 
seen for 1921, even if there is no further deciine 
in prices. An ordinary dividend of 5 ver cent. 
ia being paid by a transfer from ~eserve, bur 
the capital of the company has been increased 
50 per cent. this year by the issue of 8 pet 
cent. cumulative preference shares. On the 
other hand the company is claiming no less 
than £1,200,000 for refund of excess profits 
duty, of which £283,000 represents the amount 
for the second half of 1920, which appears to 
have been paid. For the first half of 1921 the 
amount said to be due is £917,000, brought into 
the balance-sheet as a prospective asset. Thus 
the loss for the past half-year is covered to all

The present dividend payment of 5 
per cent. may be taken to indicate that pros- 
pects are considered fairly good, and that the 
experience of the last twelve months has been 
exceptional. The real point of interest in the 
whole matter is the indication it affords as to 
conditions in the wholesale drapery trade, Few 
of the firms engaged therein are of the magni- 
tude of Rylands, or the same financial resources, 
and some are known to have been very hardly 
hit by the depreciation in values. 


PRODUCE PRICES-—CONSUMERS 
RESISTING THE ADVANCE, 


There has been a substantial attempt during 
the week to place quotations of all classes of 
West African produce on a higher basis (writes 
our Liverpool Gommercial Correspondent), and 
to a considerable extent this hes succeeded, al- 
though consumers are resisting the advance as 
much as they can. Importers are not anxious, 
however, to force sales, with the result that 
practically all commodities show a very appreci- 
able gain on the prices ruling a week ago. 
This i been particularly marked in palm oil, 
which, although closing the week very quict 
and uncertain, has been turned over to the ex- 
tent of about 3,000 tons on an advance in price 
ranging from 10s. to SOs. ton. The 
general movement has. been in Lagos, now 
quoted at £40, and soft regulars have also 
been firm, but oils of a lower quality have not 
shown such a good improvement. The buying 
demand has largely been on exporting account, 
but there has also been good business put 
through for the home trade. The shipping 
figures show fairly heavy arrivals during the 
last. fortnight, but notwithstanding this sellers 
make no. effort push business. With regard 
to palm kernels the movement has been rather 
uncertain, and sharp fluctuations have been ex- 
perienced within comparatively small Smits. 
Consumers seem to be holding off, but im- 
porters are not very anxious to make conces- 
sions. There has been a large business to Hull, 
with trading up to £26 for spot, although for- 
ward arrival can be bought by some 10s. per 
ton lower than this. Early in the week good 
inguiry was experienced from the Continent, 
with business doing In prompt shipment to 
Hamburg up to £28, and to Antwerp at over 
£25. Towards the close, however, the demand 
fell away, and quotations, at 10s. below those 
mentioned, attracted very little business. The 
copra market has been much quieter, but prices 
have been well maintained, and what little 
trading has been put through has been on 
secondhand account. The sharp advance men- 
tioned a week ago compelled consumers in the 
Northern Continental ports to withdraw, and 
they are still shy of offers at £2 per ton below 
the highest. In nut oils the feature of the 
week has been a strong demand for Eastern 
sorts, especially Ceylon. At the same time 
English manufactured oils continue a firm 
market, with recent advances well maintained. 
In refined oils more business is passing than 
has obtained for quite a long time, and trading 
is easily done at present quotations. For 
ground nuts a strong Continental demand is in 
evidence at high values. 


FAITH IN THE FUTURE OF SHIP- 
BUILDING. 


In a letter to The Pall Mali and Globe, 
Messrs. Yarrow (who intend closing down their 
yard in Glasgow) say that after having distri- 
buted many millions of pounds in wages, and 
built some of the fastest ships afloat, they 
greatly regret having to shut down. “We 
have great faith in the future of the shipbuild- 
ing and engineering industries in this country,” 
they say, “ and we believe that prosperity will 
return when everyone réalises that commercial 
undertakings can, only be carried on with suc- 
cess in accordance with economic laws. As 
soon as these laws are recognised it will enable 
us to reopen our works, and, as in the past, 
take some share im future progress. In 
the meantime we shall continue our experi- 
mental and research work, so that the valuable 
information to be obtained will be available 
when we resume our full activities.” Mesers. 
Yarrow’s Clyde works cover about twelve acres, 
and include extensive shipbuilding berths and 
engineering and boiler-making shops. The firm 
build destroyers, merchant vessels, and river 
steamers of shallow draught, and have carried 
out important contracts for the British and 
foreign Governments. 


RUBBER CONTROL QUESTION. 


There is plenty of evidence as to the in- 
terest ‘aroused in the proposals to forni a 
Rubber Shareholders’ Association, the first 
object of which is to consider the scheme for 
floating a company under the auspices of the 
Rubber Growers’ Aseociation to contro] the 
industry. Such a body, however, while it 
may be able to voice the opinion of a large 
number of shareholders, will not he able to 
enforce its views upon directors, who may be 
opposed to it unless it has sufficient voting 

rs (gays the Westminster Gazette). It may 

é recalled that some years ago, after the 
great boom, a Rubber Shareholders’ Associa- 
tion was formed, but shareholders were some- 
what slow to support it, and one of the difficul. 
ties encountered was to bring the voting power 
to bear on the spot requi Then Asso- 
ciation died a natural death. It has also been 
recalled that an attempt made to create a 
central selling agency failed because of the 
difficulty involved in reconciling the many in- 
cerests in the market.

conditions of service on the day following de- 
control. 

“$ We strained every effort,” it was further 
stated, “‘to induce the representatives of the 
companies unanimously to agree to suspend the 
ye! eg of any changes in the general etan- 

ardised conditions service until the 
arbitrator had delivered his award upon the 
principle of standardisation and even went eo 
far as to make the following proposal, which 
we hoped would meet the difhculty ‘In view 
of the misunderstanding existing on the ques- 
tion of standardisation, and the fact that the 
matier will be dealt with by the arbitration 
tribunal, the railway companies agree, without 

rejudice, to their opinion to tpone for 
ourteen days the alterations of the conditions 
referred to. It is most regrettable, as we were 
fully agreed as to the arbitration machinery 
with which all the questions at issue would 
ultimately be dealt with, that a deadlock had 
arisen owing to the railway companies being 
unable to agree amongst themselves, and we 
hardly imagine that it is likely that the public 
will support the two or three companies who 
have thus created this critical situation.” 


ATTITUDE OF RAILWAY CLERKS. 


The Irish Council of the Railway Clerka’ 
Association held a epecial meeting on Saturda 
night, when the following resolution was vnaani- 
mously passed on the motion of Mr. Jeffreys, 
Belfast, seconded by Mr, McSweeney. Tralee :— 
general managers in refusing to delay the proposed 

That this Council, having heard the report of 
the Negotiating Committee, emphatically protest 
against the proposals of the railway companies 
to make drastic reductions in present rates of pay 
and revert to pre-war conditions of service. The 
Council has heard with amazement the unreason- 
able and uncompromising attitude of the railway 
general managers in refusing to delay the proposed 
modifications, even temporarily, pending the award 
of the proposed arbitration tribunal: and in view 
of the fact that the proposed alterations constitute 
a complete abolition of the existing national agree- 
ment and the substitution of conditions of service 
in many cases even less favourable than ‘those ob- 
taining in pre-war days, the Negotiating Com- 
mittee are advised not to resume negotiations on 
such proposals 

This Council (representing the whole of the 
Irish members of the R.C.A.) pledges itself aa pre- 
pared to take any action necessary in co-operation 
with the members of the other railway trade unions 
affected rather than submit to such deerading con- 
ditions; and confidently appeals to the whole of 
the Irish railway workers of all grades to be pre- 
pared to fight courageously and unitedly against 
the attempt to place them in a position of slavery 
and economic degradation. 

That we further demand that any settlement 
arrived at shall apply to the whole of the Irish 
railways. 

A meeting of the members of the Dublin and 
District Branch of the Railway Clerks’ Associa- 
tion was held yesterday afternoon in the Cen- 
tral Hall, Exchequer street, Mr. W. Davin, 
chairman of the branch, presiding. The pro- 
ceedings were private, but at the close it was 
officially stated that a full report of the negotia- 
tions and of the proposed reductions in salaries 
was given by members of the Negotiating Com- 
mittee. Cases were cited in which it was pro- 
posed to reduce clerks with a present ealary of 
£200 by £120 to £80. There were many cases of 
£100 reductions, while £50 seemed to be the 
prevailing figure. Considered even more serious 
was the proposal to revert to pre-war condi- 
tions as far ae overtime and Sunday pay rates 
are concerned, as well ag special allowances to 
stationmasters. 

On the motion of Mr, O’Beirne, seconded by 
Mr. Murphy, the following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted :— 


That this special mass meeting of the Diblin 
and District members of the R.C.A. heartily ap- 
proves the decision of the Irish Divisional Couneil 
regarding the attitude of the railway companies 
in their ruthless efforts to impose pre-war condi- 
tions of service on Trish railway employes; pledges 
itsaif to support unhesitatingly the action con: 
sidered necessary to defeat the attack: and ealls 
upen the Executive Committee te confer at once 
with the other railway trade unions affected with 
the object of deciding upon quick, effective, and 
united action 

Attention was drawn to the fact that the 


salaried grades have already been reduced by 
£40 per anuum during the last three months, 
and the proposed reductions are in addition to 
this figure. Preliminary arrangements were 
made regarding pickets in the event of a lock- 


out. 
PROTEST BY RAILWAYMEN. 


A mass meeting of members of the National 
Union of Railwaymen was held yesterday in 
the Trades Hall, Capel street, Dublin, when the 
following resolution was passed :— 

That, having heard Mr. Bermingham’s full state- 
ment on the negotiations with the Irish railway 
companies regarding their proposed reductions of 
wages and changed conditions of standardisation, 
we are convinced that no attempt should be made 
in this connection until the Court of Arbitration is 


set up, and an independent chairman of the 
tribunal had a full opportunity of hearing both 
sides and giving his award thereon. such award to 


be the 
affected 

We are further of opinion that our Negotiating 
Committee gave every evidence of their reasonable- 
ness. in ralsing the block to the Trish Financial 
Bill, now before Parliament, in order not to em 
barrass the Irish companies in meeting the financial 
si ion arising out of decontrot. - We regard the 
acdien of the Irish railway companies as another 
attempt to create a serious situation, and their 
engerness to revert to the basis of pre-war condl- 
tions, fo which we are prepared to offer a strenuous 
opposition, and are prepared to act in any way 
which our Trish Council, the Executive Council, and 
Union officials may deem requisite to pursue at the 
earliest possible moment. 

THE IRISH COUNCIL. 

Interviewed afier the meeting, Mr. Berming- 
ham said that the Council would sit in Dublin 
on Tuesday morning and consider all reports 
received from the various branches. The Irish 
Council was charged with full powers to “eon- 
sider the present situation, and report and 
advise the National Executive of the National 
Union of Railwaymen, to which body they had 
already been relegated, full functions as to 
what should be done. Messrs. Thomas and 
Cramp would be kept acquainted with all that 
was going on. Mr. Bermingham emphasised 
the fact that the Railways Bill had only been 
provisionally withdrawn, and that unless the 
machinery desired was inserted in it it would 
not be allowed to be proceeded with. The 
Government themselves made that clear. 

Mr. Bermingham said that the meeting, which 
was attended by 600 members, expressed great 
indignation at the terms submitied by the eom- 
pamies, whic were described as the moet 
humiliating that could possibly be offered te 
the railway employés. They warmly declared 
their willingness, should the eompanies insist 
upon such proposals, to take drastic action when 
called upon by the union to do so. They called 
upon the Irish Council, the Executive Council, 
and union officials to immediately take actien 
in order to protect their interests, and stated 
their intention to at any moment abide by the 
instructions of the governing authorities of 
the National Union of Railwaymen. lt was 
further emphasised that there being only eome- 
thing like 25,000 railwaymen in Ireland, it was 
preposterous that there should be 32 railway 
companies in existence, with 32 general managers 
and 32 staffs to wait upon them, all paid high 
salaries, which debarred the workers, who were 
the maintainers of the railway roads, from 
receiving a reasonable ay wage by which they 
could live in some sort of comfort. The only 
solution was the immediate nationalisation of 
the Irish railway companies. Mr, Bermingham 
added that the next move was with the railway 
companies, whe up to now could not, or did 
not, appear to be unanimous in their method 
of coming to a general agreement on the out- 
standing points on which, regrettably, negotia- 
tions for the moment appeared to have broken 
down. 

A meeting of the Dublin members of the As- 
sociated Society of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen was also held yesterday, and similar 
action was taken. 


THE BELFAST BRANCHES, 
A mass meeting of railwaymen was held in 
Belfast yesterday. The meeting was conducted 
in private. The following resolution was 


passed :— 

That this mass meeting of the Belfast branches 
of the N.U.R., having heard the report ef the 
Negotiating Committee, hereby enter our emphatic 
protest against the proposed reduction of wages 
and the extension of hours of duty, considering 
that the cost of living does not warrant such a 
drastic reduction as contemplated by the railway 
companies, We call upon Mr. . Thomas and 
the Labour Party in the British House of Commons 
to insist upon a clause being inserted in the Irish 
Railway Bill now before Parliament withholding 
any monetary assistance from the Great Northern 
Railway Company until they fall into line with 
the other railways in Ireland, and consent to deal 
with the organisation.

world i¢ more mysterious than it was held to 
be thirty or forty years ago. It was sometimes 


‘imagined then that thé laws of Nature were 


known, and that whatever violation of the laws 
of Nature was reported must be held to be 
ineredible, but now discoveries like wireless 
telegraphy and radium have proved once more 
that so far from exhausting the laws of Nature 
man is, in Newton's great words, “ like & child 
gathering pebbles here and there on the shore 
of the infinite oeean of truth.” 

But I wish the Modern Churehmen would, say 
clearly whether they believe in Our Lord's eom' 
mand over Nature in His raising of the dead, 
aml in His own resurrection. It may 1 be 
that His miracles of healing were wrought by 
His divine personality. Nobédy has yet féthomed 
the power of one man’s mind or spirit over 
another's. How much greater must be the 
power of the mind or spirit of a divine Bei 
over that of a human being? Body and min 
are recognised now as linked together by subtle 
intimate ties, and along with the influence of 
one person's mind over another's body in heal. 
ing must be linked the influence of a person's 
own mind upon his body. Telepathy is, | sup- 
pose, an established fact. So is the will to be 
healed as a conditién of healing. The words: 
“Thy faith has saved thee” are equivalent to 
this law of healing: ' 

I fully agree that the Church should keep her 
eyes open to all evidences in behalf of faith- 
healing or of psychotherapy. But that all 
preachers should be healers, too, is, I think, a 
more doubtful proposition, The ne the 
mystery of the universe the greater is the oppor- 
tunity, as well ag the necessity, of religion. 

There are still more thaings in heaven and 
earth than philosophy. has dreamed of, but he 
who és the readiest to welcome new truth ie the 
truest both to religion and te scienee, and as 
man in the old phrase is a microcosm, a little 
universe to himeelf, so the mystery of the great 
world reflects itself in human nature, and 
doubt not that in the end miracles of healing 
to-dey, like Our Lord's miracles in the Gospel, 
will be found entirely reconcilable with the 
divine reign of law in the universe. 


CANAL BOAT CHILDREN, 


- 


“SCANDALOUSLY UNDER- 
EDUCATED.” 


The report of the Departmental Committee of 
Inquiry into the practicé of living on canal 
boats was issued on Saturday. 

The consensus of opinion on the Committee, 
after taking evidence, was that, so far as 
health, cleanliness, morality, feeding and cloth- 
ing are concerned, the bargee and his family 
were fully equal, if mot superior, to town 
dwellers of a similar class. 

The Committee concluded that they would not 
he justified in recommending that women should 
he prohibited from living and working on canal 
boats, 

No case had been established for the exclu- 
sion of children from boats on the ground of 
excessive danger. 

As regards education, however, the report 
states the evidence was overwhelming and prac- 
tieally unanimous that cama! boat ce ildren are 
ecandalously under-educated. The Committee 
recommended that after a year’s grace children 
of school age should be prohibited from living 
on canúna! boats during school terms. 

Out of 1,000 children on boats they eaid over 
85 per cent. were almost uneducated.

scious; the other, in trying to escape, became 
unconscious in the lower peak. On hearing of 
the occurrence, Mr. Whiteley immediately de- 
scended into the lower peak, found the man, 
and, hoisting him on his back, carried him up 
the ladder to the upper peak. A rope was then 
passed down and piaced round the man, who 
was thus hoisted up to safety. 5H the time 
this had Leen done Mr, Whiteley himself had 
become unconscious, and he had to be hoisted 
up by means of the rope. Owing to the deadly 
nature of the fumes, considerable risk was in- 
curred by Mr. Whiteley in rendering the ser- 
vices, and his prompt and gallant conduct un- 
doubtedly saved the seaman’s | life, Mr. 
Whiteley received the silver gallantry medal 
from His Majesty the King on the 23rd March, 
1918, in recognition of his servieqs when the 
steamship Colorado was sunk by |effémy sub- 
marine in October, 1917.

SHIPPING BOARD AND SHIPPING 


COMPANY. 


The continuing disagreement between the 
United States Shipping Board and the United 
States Mail Steamship Company, about which 
long telegrams have appeared in the principal 
English papers, formed the subject of an inter- 
view between Mr. Carlos Meyer, Vice-President 
of the Steamship Company, and a representa- 
tive of the Press Association, on the arrival at 
Plymouth of the George: Washington with pas- 
sengers and mails. ‘The trouble,’’ said Mr. 
Meyer, “is due to the fact that the Shipping 
Board has always been, and still is, a Govern- 
ment department, and part of the political 
machine. It is not a business-like body. One 
of the results, as you know, has been the sheer 
loss of 380 million dollars last year in the 
Board's operations, and an application to 
Senate for a further 300 million dollars for the 
estimated loss. on. this year’s. operations The 
United States Mail Steamship Company are 


| operating ten of the Board’s ships on rental 


terms for five years, with the option of pur- 
chase. These ships include the Geerne Was!i- 
ington and the America. The fact that we are 
making good the desire of the American ple 
to have an American-owned passenger t 
taking its share, as it is entitled to do, of the 
Transatlantic passenger and mail traffic, 1s 
shown by the fact that the George Washington 
on this trip has on board M2 first, 419 second, 
and 1,182 third-class passéngers. She was the 
‘erack ' boat of the Norddeutsehe Lloyd be- 
fore the war. She was used as a troop. ship, 
and also to convey President Wilson and his 
party to and from the Peace Conference. 

“ A short time ago, on a Friday, after five 
o'clock, representatives of the Shipping Board 
came to the éompany's offices and demanded 
payment of 400,000 dollars due for hire. They 
wanted cash; they refused securities. With 
the banks closed, that was impossible. Ther 
thereupon intimated their intention of taking 
over the ships and placing them with the Har- 
rimans. 

“This action. followed immediately after a 
conference at the Shipping Board, which was 
attended by the present head of the Hamburg- 
Amerika Company. That concern is now in the 
position of having their organisation in exist- 
ence, but with no ships to try and retrieve their 
lost ger-carrying eminence. We owed 
the four hundred thousand dollars, but we 
objected to putting down that amount of cash 
when the Board are indebted to the company 
to the tune of two and a half million dollars. 
Bo we applied to the Courts for an injunction 
to prevent the Board from interfering with and 
seizing our fleet. That was granted, and the 
ES plot to transfer the ships to the Hem» 
urg-Amerika interests, through the Harrimay 6 
has been baulked.”’

NEED FOR RESFARCH. 
In the annual report of the Chief inspector 


of Factories and Workshops for 1920 special re- 


ference is made to the co-operation between the 


department and various industries to improve 


working conditions. Such meetings and distus- 
sions, it is stated, can do more to improve the 


conditions than can ever be achieved by legisla- 


tion alone, provided that when agreements are 
arrived at individual occupiers will take the 


necessary steps to see that they are carried out.

STATISTICS OF VISITS AND 
PROSECUTIONS. 

During the year 447,301 effective visits wero 
paid to factornes and workshops and other 
places under the Acts, compared with 301,904 
during 1919; in addition, 22,779 visits were paid 
to places not under the Acts. With regard to 
premises ufder the, Acts, 138,315 contravention 
notices were served upon occupiers, being 3,895 
more than in the previous year. The onesies 
tions, however, were slightly smaller in num- 
ber, and if these were a fair index to the law- 
abiding spirit of those: whose duty it was to 
comply with the Factory Acts it would appear 


that there was a greatly improved spirit abroad 


when the figures were compared with 1914. 

In spite of trade depression during the year 
registered factories had increased from 135,454 
in 1919 to 140,064 in 1920, while workshope had 
continued to disappear, the numbers being 
141,971 new, compared with 145,737 in 1919, 
and 153,797 in 1914. 


In 1913 there were 3,616,713 males and 
1,725,912 females employed im all factories, 
while in 1919 the figures were 3,969,923 males 


and 2,157,783 females. Thus, in 1919, there were 
about 430,000 females and 350,000 males more 
than in 1915. 
THE WASTE OF HUMAN ENERGY, 

Unfortunately, owing to the pressing need 
for national economy, the activities of the In- 
dustrial Fatigue Research Board had been tem- 
porarily curtailed. The work already done, how. 
ever, had shown conclusively that many of our
